the bonds of Union betwixt the Kingdomes. And being informed . 
that ſome falſe rumours are ſpread as if they had inte::ded to ſeaſe upon the perſons of thoſe that 

h2d been active inthe late unlawfull engagement , which hath been bur invented and vented b 
malignant ſpirits, to make men our of ſuch zpprehenſ1ons to quit their houſes and tamilicy and 
to draw together with other diſcontenteJ pe; {ons to caſt rh* peace of the country looſe , and to 
weaken the hands of the Parliamecr , 'nthe prolecution of the ends of the Covenant, and of 
their duties for Religion , King, and Kingdomes. And conſidering the late Act of Parliament 
of the date the twenty fixr ot Fanuary lait , containing th: band for ſecuring of the pex-e of the 
Kingdoms?, and ane other Ac of the date the fit day ct February inſtant, Proclaiming Cuarr xg 
the Second King of Grezt Brittaia, France an.i Ireland, &c, They doe Inact , Ordain, and De- 
clire for tht f{arisfaftion and ſecutity of all the Leives,, That they have no ſuch intention 
or relolution to prejudge the Freedome of any mans perſon , who offers lumſelfe, or doth when 
required, {u\{crive, ani find ſarcty tor the peace ot the Kingdome , according to the foreſaid 
Band: And doth teſtifie lis allo;rance of the forelaid Proclamation concerning the King His 
Maj-:ſty whonow 1s; and tothe? effeR ic may be known wo 2'e willing to doe the ſame, and 
who refules, The Eftrtes of Parlizment 0:daineth that the nzw Commurtees of Watrre in the 
ſeverall Shircs, and Magiſtrates in Burghs, To c ll vetors them all ;uch perſons as were 
active in the late ingagemenr, and any other ciſaffeed perſons known to them , To ſubſcrive 
and finde ſurety according to the ſaid Band , And to teſtifie their allowance of the ſaid Procla- 
muion , with certificatioa contained in the Act anent the Band, And tha: theſe on this fide 
of Tay give an account of their exatt diligenc2 hereof to the Parliament or Committee of 
Eſtates betwixt and.the fifteenth day of March, And theſe on the other ſide of Tay, be- 
ewixt and the firſt day of CAprill. And Ordains this to be Proclaimed at the Mercat Croſſe 

of Edinburzh, and thereafter to be Printed.
